Louis he built up the Union Depot 
of horse car, and later of 
lines, which -included the 
Tower Grove, Bellefontaine, 
Cherokee. Grand avenue and Eigh- 
teenth Street lines of the United 
tailways. He was president, 
recent years, of the St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City & Colorado Railroad, ex- 
tending from St. Louis to Unton, 
Mo.. which is now a part of the 
Rock Island system, and of the Mis- 
rouri & North Arkansas, which runs 
diagonally across the State of Ar- 
kansas, from Eureka Springs to Hel- 
ena. 

In 1911. Seullin announced that 
he expected to giv e up his residence 
in St. Louis, and ‘live thereafter on 
‘the New York farm. where he was 
born. He did not carry out this 
plan, though he has been absent 
from St. Louis for long periods. 

He was a close friend of the tate 
James Campbell, broker and finan- 
cier, and of -the late Edward But- 
ler, politician and capitalist.

Nations and the problems 
of peace, finance 
tion.” Such 
continued, “are 
quivocal principles of 
who know how to serve 
trys and mankind.” 

Commends League Plank. 

The league of Nations plank. 
which declared for ratification of 
the treaty of Versailles ‘without res- 
érvations which would impair its

The letter was addressed to Sena-

Louis School f Fine Arts, on the 
grounds east of the school bulld tng, 
on the Washington University cam- 
pus. The production is to be re- 
peated tonight. 

The reading of a prologue was 
the only use of the human voice, ex- 
cept that some of the stage direc- 
tions were audible at aie distance. 
“The Choice of Osiris," which is 
credited to Don Johnson and Eman- 
uel Essman, students of the school, 
proved to be a new version of the 
story of Cinderella 

This Cinderella is a slave girl in 
the house of Pharoah. The court 
ball is given bv Pharoah to com- 
pare the comeliest of the matdens of 
Egypt, Assvria, Persia and Baby- 
lonia. that he may seek a queen. 
The slave is there not as a privilege, 
but as a duty. No one itn the 
throng heeds her, but Osaris,’ to 
whom she has been praying, has 
not forgotten her. 

The four groups of dancers appear 
before Pharoah, and the most sktil- 
full in each group makes a special 
effort to please him. The first 
three groups perform their exercises 
and retire without having caused 
the roval heart to palpitate. In the 
fourth group, an Assyrian girl at- 
tracts Pharaoh, and he descends 
from his throne to see her dance. 

His approval appears to be reach- 
ing the point where he may soon 
hid the fair Assvrian to accompany 
him back up the steps of his throne. 
But the slave girl, in white, dashes 
out and hurls herself on the dancer, 
who falls dving. Pharaoh casts tha 
slave girl aside, and it seems that 
her fate will be found amid the 
crocodiles who so. often § fattened 
themselves on slaves guilty of of- 
fenses less than this one. 

Rut this Cinderella can dance, 
and she begs for her chance, after 
which, {t appears, the crocodiles may 
be welcome to her. Pharaoh gives 
his permission, and the girl picks up 
the evmbals which the Assyrian had 
dropped, and begins a series of evo- 
lutions faster and more barbarte in 
spirit than those of the competitors 
before her. An ominous sound Is 
heard from above, and the Egyp- 
tians ‘see with awe that Osiris is 
bending his head, once, twice, three 
times. A moment later, the omen 
is repeated. This suffices for Pha- 
raoh, and as the slave swoons in his 
arms he carries her to his throne, 
those being the davs when a_ record 
ot homicide was, considered nothing 
against a queen. 

The production was wholiv the 
work of students, it was announced. 
The stage was built by Robert 
Wright and Hugh Hockaday, and the 
figure of Osiris was modeled by 
Walter Hancock and P. ®. Smith.
